“It  is' much  harder  to  live  a  strong 
patriotic  life  in  times  .of  peace  than 
in  times  of  rvar,”  Mr.  Colbert  told  the 
S.  T.  C.  student  body  at  Assembly 
Wednesday,  in  a  short  talk  on  Armis¬ 
tice  Day.  “Wo  are  to  think  this  week 
of  sacrifices  of  boys  who  wont  to  the 
front  and  the  boys  who  stayed  at  home 
Our  hearts  wero  filled  with  patriotic , 
love  then.  Do  wo  have  ns  much  now 
as  we  had  in  ’17?  Do  we  show  it 
now?’’ 

Mr.  Colbert  expressed  tlio  hope  that 
in  future  years  nations  would  gather 
around  the  table  before  the  war  started 
rather  than  after.  On  the  subject  of 
good  citizenship  ho  said  wo  should  try 
to  think  how  to  live  so  that  we  can 
make  our  country  a  good  place  in  which 
to  live;  how  wo  can  live  so  that  we  may 
bo  perfectlj’  honest  with  ourselves  and 
with  our  fellow  men  so  that  wo  may 
bo  good,  honest,  and  patriotic  citizens. 
In  closing  he  urged  the  students  to  stop 
a  moment  for  serious  patriotic  thought 
on  Armistice  Day. 

Mr.  Wells  was  in  charge  of  the  as¬ 
sembly  program  this  week.  He  an¬ 
nounced  that  the  Red  Cross  drive  would 
start  soon  and  urged  everyone  to  join 
and  help  the  organization  carry  on  it’s 
work.

Mr.  Wells  and  Miss  Criswell,  debate, 
coach,  report  a  very  interesting  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  debate  coaches  at  Kansas 
City,  Missouri,  last  Friday  and  Satur¬ 
day.  It  was  decided  that  the  meeting 
of  the  coaches  would  be  held  at  Kansas 
City  again  next  year  and  that  Iowa’s 
conches  bo  invited  to  join  tho  debaters 
of  the  other  two  states.

and  the  Gold  Star  Heroes

How  soon  wo  forgot.  It  wns  only 
ton  short  years  ago  that  wo  wore  on- 
gngod  in  tho  greatest  strugglo  that 
tho  world  lias  over  known.  To  those 
who  wero  not  tlicro  it  is  but  a  hazy 
recollection  of  stirring  timos.  Somo  of 
tho  boys  loft  and  lator  cumo  back  or  if 
they  novor  camo  back  a  fow  tonrs  woro 
shod  nnd  they  wero  forgotten. 

To  thoso  who  romembor  tho  training 
(:amps  and  tho  long  hours  of  drill  and 
sweating  out  in  tho  red  hot  sun  it 
will  never  bo  forgotten.  Every  school 
wns  nlmost  disrupted  in  its  student 
work.  Tho  nthlotie  fields  woro  turned 
into  drill  fields  and  all  over  tho  Unit¬ 
ed  States  tho  boys  wero  lourning  tho 
military  tactics.  Fifty  boys  wont  from 
the  Northwest  Missouri  Stato  Touch¬ 
ers  Collogo  to  do  thoir  bit. to  turn  tho 
tide  of  battle.  Five  gave  thoir  all. 
Jessie  McCracken,  David  O.  Leavel, 
Claud  Wood)  Yern  Heflin  and  Poe  -Sw¬ 
ing  were  the  boys  who  gave  their  all 
in  patriotic  service. 

Ten  years  ago,  within  the  memory  of 


all  who  now  attend  this  institution, 
tho  boys  flockod  from  tho  schoolrooms 
into  a  groat  army  of  trainod  soldiors 
to  fight  for  tho  Unitod  States  nnd  all 
that  it  moans  to  us. 

To  ono. who  has  soon  tho  army  lifo 
it  monns  army  camps,  ships  for  tho 
transportation  of  tho  soldiors  nnd  tho 
lifo  of  tho  soldier  in  Flanders.  Long 
hours  of  drill  and  now  things  to  learn 
woro  given  tho  recruit.  Thoro  woro 
long  days  of  impatient  waiting  nnd 
thou  tho  wheols  of  military  progross 
begun  to  turn  nnd  wo  woro  sent  to  tho 
front. 

Wo  heard  tho  scream  nnd  whistlo  of 
shells.  It  meant  nothing  at  first.  We 
did  not  know  enough  to  four  it.  Wo 
do  uot  know  tho  foar  of  a  rattlo  snake 
until  wo  learn  tho  dangor.  But  wo 
were  to  know  how  to  trombio  at  a  shell. 
A'  trained  Boldior  roturned  from  the 
front.  Being  under  fire  trains  men 
fuster  than  all.  of  the  drill  that  was 
ever  invented.

Airs.  Alice  R.  Perrin,  assistant  denn 
of  Women  of  the  College  nnd  “mother” 
of  Perrin  Hall  for  thirty-one  years, 
died ’at  3:40  o’clock  Wednesday  after¬ 
noon  at  tho  homo  of  her  daughter,  Airs. 
D.  R.  AtncLeod  at  Tyron,  Okln.,  where 
sho  had  gone  a  week  ago  after  a  short 
illness  at  St.  Francis  Hospital. 

Tho  body  is  expected  to  arrive  in 
AInryville  today.  Funeral  services  will 
be  held  Sunday  afternoon  at  2:30  at 
the  First  Methodist  Church. 

Word  of  Airs.  Perrin’s  death  came  as 
an  unexpected  shock  to  tho  faculty  and 
student  body  nnd  her  great  number  of 
friends,  despite  the  fact  she  had  been 
in  poor  health  for  almost  a  year.  In 
the  face  of  her  long  illness  and  incur¬ 
able  condition,  Airs.  Perrin  continued 
with  her  work  the  same  cheerful,  smil¬ 
ing  woman  tho  students  and  faculty 
had  known  for  so  long. 

Last  week  she  wns  in  tho  hospital 
here  for  a  short  time  but  Friday  her 
condition  was  thought  satisfactory 
enough  to  permit  her  returning  homo 
with  fier  daughter  in  Oklahoma.  She 
stood  tho  trip  well  and  Monday  of 
this  week  her  sister,  Airs.  Omens,  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter  from  Airs.  Perrin,  tell¬ 
ing  how  well  she  stood  the  trip  al¬ 
though  somewhat  fatigued. 

Airs.  Perrin  had  boon  officially  con¬ 
nected  with  tho  College  sixteen  years. 
In  3 OH  sho  was  appointed  denn  of 
women  nnd  served  in  that  capacity  un¬ 
til  tho  erection  of  .Residence  Hall  when 
sho  gave  all  of  her  time  to  the  hous¬ 
ing  problems  of  the  students  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege. 

Airs.  Perrin  was  born  at  Schoolcraft, 
Kalamazoo  County,  Michigan,  Septem¬ 
ber  25,  18G4.  Sho  received  her  cdu- 
tion  in  the  public  schools  at  Vicksburg, 
Mich.  When  nbout  1G  years  of  age  she 
moved  to  Malvern,  In.,  where  sho  was 
married  on  December  24,  1882  to  D. 
B.  Perrin.  They  lived  at  Parkvillo, 
Afich.,  the  following  three  years  then 
moved  to  Nebraska. 

In  18.94  they  came  to  Nodaway  Coun¬ 
ty  and  located  on  a  farm  near  Burling¬ 
ton  Junction,  moving  to  AInryville  a 
year  later.  In  1S96  Airs.  Perrin  opened 
Perrin  Hall,  312  West  Second  street, 
nnd  continued  as  hostess  at  that  place 
until  her  death. 

Airs.  Perrin  is  survived  by  three 
|  children,  nine  grandchildren,  ono  fos¬ 
ter-daughter,  and  a  sister-in-law.  Char¬ 
les  C.  Perrin,  European  manager  for 
Libby,  AIcNeill  &  Libby,  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Paris,  France;  Airs.  D.  R. 
MacLeod,  Tyrone,  Okla.,  Lona  L. 
Perrin,  advertising  'manager  for  the 
Northern  Pacific  Railway,  St.  Paul, 
Alinn.;  Airs.  Frank  Black,  Willow 
Crook,  Alont.,  who  bofore  her  marriago 
wns  Aliss  Alnye  Grownoy;  Airs.

Government  Expert  Came  Here  Novem¬ 
ber  19,  1915  And  Spent  Two  Days 

Locating  Exact  Directions. — Plate 

North  of  Birches. 

November  19,  1927  will  be  the  twelfth 
anniversary  of  tho  Geodetic  Survey 
which  was-  made  by  II.  E.  AlcComb. 
Air.  AlcComb  was  sent  hero  by  tho 
United  States  Geodetic  Survey  of 
Washington,  D.  C.  to  determine  the  ex¬ 
act  location  of  north  on  the  College 
campus.  He  came  from  Lincoln,  Ne¬ 
braska.  Two  days  wore  spent  in  com¬ 
pleting  the  work. 

On  the  sidewalk  just  north  of  tho 
birch  trees  is  located  nil  iron  plate 
about  ono  foot  square.  When  this  is 
raised  up  a  marble  stone  is  seen  with 
the  letters  U.  S.  C.  1915  G.  S.  These'! 
letters  stand  for  United  States  Coast 
Geodetic  Survey.  The  1915  signifies 
the  year  in  which  the  survey  was  made. 
Standing  on  this  pinto  and  looking 
directly  to  tho  middle  of  the  fifth 
window  from  the  oast  side  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  one  is  looking  directly  north.  Tho 
place  at  which  one  should  look  under 
tho  fifth  window  is  marked  by  a  small 
brass  plate.  If  one  takes  a  compass 
and  holds  it  on  tho  iron  plate  in  the 
walk  it  will  point  nine  degrees  and 
forty-three  minutes  east  which  shows 
tho  amount  of  magnetic  declination. 
Tho  latitude  wns  found  to  bo  forty 
degrees,  twenty-ono  minutes  and  tlio 
longitude  ninety-four  degrees  and  fifty- 
two  minutes.

Card  for  Report 

Demonstration  School  Adopts  Now 

Form  For  Classifying  Pupils  In  Re¬ 
port  Cards  Sont  Out  To  Parents. 

The  demonstration  school  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  is  adopting  a  now  form  of  report 
card  fol-  classifying  tho  pupils.  On  tho 
front  cover  tho  name  of  tiio  school 
and  parents  will  bo  found.  The  inside 
cover  explains  the  academic  standing 
as  represented . by  tho  letters  “E” — 
excellent;  “S” — superior,  nbovo  aver¬ 
age;  “!M” — medium  or  average;  “I” 
— inferior  or  below  average;  and  “ P ” 
— failure.  Tins  report  is  a  record  of 
tlie  actual  achievement  of  tho  pupil. 
It  is  based  upon  tho  child’s  daily  class 
work  and  on  tests  given.  When  a  child 
is  reported  inferior  or  failing  in  any 
important  school  subject,  tho  parents 
are  requested  to  sec  tho  tcaelier  prompt¬ 
ly.  Besides  this  information  on  the 
inside  cover  tho  parents  will  also  find 
an  explanation  of  tho  habit  report. 
The  mark  “  —  ”  indicates  that  the 
child  is  unsatisfactory  in  the  habit  so 
marked.  The  mark  “av”  indicates 
that  'the  habit  is  formed  to  a  fair  de¬ 
gree  of  reliability,  but  that  improve¬ 
ment  is  still'  possible.  The  mark 
“plus”  indicates  that  the  habit  seems 
entirely  satisfactory.  If  a  child  does 
not  show  improvement  in  important 
habits,  the  parents  aro  urged  to  con¬ 
sult  tlie  teacher.  This  page  also  tolls 
whether  or  not  tlie  child  is  promoted 
and  the  supervisor’s  signature. 

>  Tho  next  page  shows  a  report  of  tlie 
subject  matter  for  tlie  fall,  winter  and 
spring  quarters,  also  a  report  of  tho 
child’s  attendance. 

Tho  third  page  shows  tlie  habits  and 
attitudes  desirable  for  good  citizenship 
during  tho  fall,  winter,  and  spring  quar¬ 
ters.  Tho  first  one  is  obedience.  Un- 
|  dor  this  wo  find:  first,  obeys  the  rules 
regarding  tho  passing  of  pupils  at  in¬ 
termissions  and  dismissal;  second,  obeys 
the  rules  of  playing  tho  ground  balls; 
third,  responds  willingly  and  quickly 
to  directions  of  teachers.  Tho  second 
big  tiling  which  tlioy  arc  graded  for  is 
self-control.  Under  this  we  find:  first, 
shows  self-control  in  .  refraining  from 
talking  and  playing  during  class  and 
study  periods;  second,  shows  Belf-con- 
trol  by  not  interrupting  others;  third, 
shows  self-control  in  not  molesting  oth¬ 


ers.  The  tlii r.d  thing,  whichytliey  aro 
graded  in' citizenship  for  is  responsi¬ 
bility.  Under  tills  topic  is  found:  first, 
holds  himself  responsible  in  making 
daily  preparation  of  lessons;  two,  holds 
himself  responsible  for  keeping  floors 
clean  and  walls  and  desks  free  from 
defacing  marks;  third,  holds  himself- 
responsible  for  high  standards  of  work; 

I  fourth,  holds  himself  responsible  in  tlie 
'care  of  textbooks  and  library  books. 
Tlie  fourth  topic  is  courtesy  and  good 
sportsmanship.  Under  this  wo  find: 
first,  uses  courteous  tone  of  voice  when 
speaking;  second,  gives  courteous  at¬ 
tention  when  someone  else  is  talking; 
third,  stands  for  fairness  in  play;  and 
fourth,  is  courteous  to  opponents.  The 
fifth,  topic  deals  with  the  work  and 
study  habits.  The  subtopics  found  un¬ 
der  this  arc:  first,  is  able  to  work  in¬ 
dependently;  second,  is  ablo  to  work 
in  a  group;  third,  concentrates  on  task 
at  hand;  fourth,  volunteers  in  the  reci¬ 
tation;  fifth,  is  desirous  in  attitude  to 
ward  work;  sixth,  prepares  all  written.

iniiintivo  in  presenting  new  ideits.  Tho 
sixtli  topic  denis  w^lih  other  habits 
deserving  special  comment  which  can¬ 
not  1)0  classified  under  nny  one  of  the 
several  topics  mentioned  above. 

Tile  last  two  pages  are  dovoted  to 
lonelier ’s  comments  for  tho  fall,  winter, 
and  spring  quarters.  Those  comments 
aro  to  bn  nutdo  every  six  weeks. 

These  grade  cards  are  a  decided  im¬ 
provement  over  tho  old  ones  and  tho 
parents  will  know  just  how  their,  child¬ 
ren  rank  in  tho  different  phases  of 
the  school  activities.  •
